of this borough, was slightly injured 
Tuesday afternoon when he walked in- 
to an open cellar way at the home oi 
Noah E. Hassler. He fell to the bottom 
of the cellar steps sustaining a severe 
sprain of the left hide of his body anc 
bruises on his legs. It was at first 
thought that several ribs were broken 
Mr. Funt is completely blind. He 
makes his trips twice daily delivering 
papers over the borough. This is 'the 
first accident he has had for a number 
of years 
Without any assistance he 


makes his daily trips. He knows the 
location of every residence, crossing, 
and walk in the town, which he trav- 
els with as much ease as a person wlio 
possesses sight.

Committee recommended

gradual raising of the course at Car- 
lisle to include some or the 
studies 


embraced in the best high schools and 


extension of the manual training 


course. It is proposed to teach the 
Indian practical trades that will fit 
him to take his place beside the white 
boy.

FIRE AT HANOVER 


$10,000 Damage Caused by Blaze in 


Piano Factory. 


A fire of unknown origin caused an 


estimated loss of $10,000 at the A. B. 
Omwake piano player factory, in Han- 
over, late Saturday night. The fire 
started in the front of the building 
and spread rapidly. 
It apparently 


started on the first floor near an ele- 
vator shaft and quickly spread to 
both floors. All the machinery, and the 
finished parts of piano-players stored 
in the northeast part of the building 
were destroyed. 
The loss to the com- 


pany is between 
$7,000 and 8,000, 


partly covered by insurance, while the 
building, which belongs to C. J. De- 
lone, is damaged to the extent of over 
$3,000, covered by insurance. Mr. Om-

since May 1912, having formerly been 
with the Washington 
Manufacturing 


ODmpany, which firm bought out the 
business of the Smith Lyraphone com- 
pany several years ago; Twenty-five 
persons were employed regularly un- 
til the holidays, when the plant was 
closed down while negotiations were 
made to move the factory.

ers In Michigan is lost, it will be due 
directly to the inactivity of the'execu 
live council of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor," the convention of the 
United Mine Workers of America vot- 
ed unanimously to request Samuel M. 
Gomners, president of the Federation, 
to appear before the convention and 
explain the attitude ot the council. 


President Moyer was given an ova- 


tion 
when 
introduced by John P. 


AVhite, president of the coal miners. 
His speech was followed by John II. 
Walker, a coal miner and president 
of the Illinois State Federation of La- 
bro. 


Walker told of the conditions in the 


copper country as he found them dur- 
ing the ten weeks he was there as i 
representative of the coal miners. 


President Moyer declared that two 


appeals had been made to the Ameri- 
can 
Federation of Labor executive 


council at Washington for aid for the 
copper strikers, and that so far no 
action had been taken. 


In speaking of the assault on him- 


self and his alleged deportation, he 
said the treatment accorded was no 
worse, and in many cases much less, 
than that dealt out to hundreds of 
men and women in the rank and file. 


Mr. Mover said he was in favor of 


the amalgamation of his organization 
with the coal miners. He suggested 
that a committee of the international 
officers be empowered to work for a 
plan for the merging of the t\vo min- 
ing unions. 


President White, in the name of the 


convention, assured Mr. Moyer of the 
continued moral and financial support 
of the coal miners.

WIFE MURDERER DIES 


Final Chapter of West Chester Tra- 


gedy Written In Penitentiary. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 27. — This is a 


story of a man who murdered his 
wife, ?;ot shot in the scuffle, recovered 
from the effects of the wound, es- 
caped the death penalty for the mur- 
der, was sentenced to prison for a 
term of years, and died there of the 
wound he received at the time he 
committed the murder of his wife. 


All this happened to Thomas Fur 


long between the period of the spring 
of 1913 and now, and between the 
space of Vi'est Chester and the eastern 
penitentiary. 


Furlong killed his wife with a shot- 


gun in their West Chester home. She 
died in the hospital and he recovered 
sufficiently to be brought to trial. He 
was convicted of murder in the sec 
ond degree and got an indeterminate 
sentence of fourteen to twenty years. 
He made the plea that his -vile shot 
herself while he was wrestling with 
her for the gun. 


Furlong was taken to the eastern 


penitentiary in October, 1913. 
The 


old wound began to trouble him again 
and he died Monday in the peniten 
tiary infirmary.

With respect to the propose;! inter- 


state trade commission, the president 
said it would not be an administrative 
body, but one of publicity and infor- 
mation. He said it would have no pos- 
sible conflict with any other depart 
ment of the government, because it 
would not have the right to art in the 
field or any other constitute* author 
it>. 


The president does not believe the 


commission should give publicly to 
the legitimate methods of business of 
any 
concern of which rivals might 


take advantage.
